PMO is concerned with 3 paras (viz para 2,6 & 8) out of 13 paras 
of the Status Report as on 9.10.2001 contents of these relevant paras and 
action taken/to be taken are discussed below: 



Para 2 ! of the various files/documents mentioned at para (a) (i) & 
(iii) of the proceedings dated 23.3.2000 whatever files 
belonged to PMO and could be located in our office records 
have already been made available to the Commission. We 
are not aware to which Ministry/Department the remaining 
files/documents belonged. 

Therefore, we may explain the position to the Commission 
by filing an Affidavit.

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Para 6: In this para statement made by Shri Moraiji Desai, the then 

Prime Minister on the floor of the Parliament on 28.8.1978 
of becoming available “further official documentary 
records.” 


Despite best of our efforts we could not locate in our office 
any documents based on which the former PM had made 
such a statement on the floor of Parliament. We have 
already informed vide our letter^ tne commission of the 
position. However as directed by the commission, we may 
file an affidavit. 

Para 8: A confirmation was asked for from PMO and MHA whether 

an affidavit had been filed before Justice Khosla 
Commission of behalf of the Govt, of India wherein it was 
averred, inter alia, that more than 34 ‘Confidential Files’ 
relating to ‘Netaji Mystery’ were found either ‘destroyed or 
missing’ and if so, a copy of that Affidavit was required to 
be furnished.

Subject: Hearing of Justice Mukherjee Commission of inquiry set up 
by Government of India to inquire into various aspects of 

disappearance of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose. 

Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry, through MHA, had asked 
us for submission of all documents/fiies available in respect of terms of 
reference of the Commission. Secretary to PM and myself have also filed 
affidavits. We have furnished 33 files to the Commission. 

2. On August 28, 1978, the then Prime Minister Late Shri Morarji Desai 
made the following statement on the Floor of the House: - 

“There have been two inquiries into the report of the death of Netaji 
Subhash Chandra Bose in the air-crash on 18 th August, 1945 at 
Taihoku airfield during his air journey to Manchuria, one by a 
Committee presided over by Maj. General Shah Nawaz Khan and 
the second by a one-man Committee of inquiry headed by Shri G.D. 
Khosla, retired Judge of the Punjab High Court. The Majority report 
of the first Committee and Shri Khosla held the report of the death as 
true. Since then, reasonable doubts have been cast on the 
correctness of the conclusions reached in the two reports and 
various important contradictions in the testimony of witnesses 
have been noticed. Some further contemporary official 
documentary records have also become available. In the light 
of these doubts and contradictions, and those records, 
Government finds it difficult to accept that the earlier 
conclusions are decisive. At the same time, Government feels that 
no useful purpose would be served by having any further inquiry. I 
hope that in the light of this statement, my Hon. friend will withdraw 
his motion.”

3. Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry has asked us to furnish 


papers and materials based on which the then Prime Minister Late Shri 
Morarji Desai made this statement. We have searched our office and there 
is no record in our office on the basis of which the then PM made the 
above statement Accordingly, an affidavit has been submitted to the 
Commission that this office is not in a position to provide 
clarification/explanation about circumstances under which the then Prime 
Minister made a statement on the Floor of the House. 

4. Today, during the course of sitting of the Commission in Vigyan 
Bhawan Annexe, some of the advocates raised the issue that PM during 
his recent visit to Japan had visited Renkoji temple. They also said that 
PM has entered some remarks in a visitor’s book placed near the temple. 
They were requesting the Commission to write to Government to know 
about the remarks of PM. If Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry 
writes to us formally, then we have to send a suitable reply at that time. At 
this stage, no further action is necessary on this.

2001 and a corrected and up-to-date list of witnesses along with their respective 
present correct addresses sent to the Commission as early as possible to enable it to 
draw up a programme or examination of the witnesses in Japan during the proposed

visit of the Commission to Japan. The Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India 
have informed that they have taken up the matter with the Indian Embassy in Tokyo. 

(a) D.O. No. 25/4/NGO-Vol.Vl dated September 26, 2001 has been received from 
the Hon’ble Minister of External Affairs, Government of India, in reply to the 
Hon’ble Chairman's d.o. No. JMCI/Doc(For)/99-2000/56(Vol.ll)/267 dated 
August 21, 2001 regarding inspection of documents relating to Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose stated to be lying in different foreign countries. In this 
communication the Hon’ble Minister has stated that the points raised in the 
Hon’ble Chairman’s letter have been taken up with the diplomatic mission of 
India in the countries concerned and that they (Ministry of External Affairs) 
would keep the Commission informed about the outcome of their efforts in this 
regard. 

(b) Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, with their d.o. letter No. 
25/4/NGO-Vol.Vl dated October 1, 2001 has sent to the Commission some 
xerox copies written in Russian along with their English translation which have 
been sent to them by the Russian Foreign Office through the Indian Mission in 
Moscow stating those to be "all available documents received from different 
Archives in the Russian Federation". The said d.o. letter and its enclosures 
have been received by the Commission on October 8, 2001 and will be 
scrutinized in due course. 

The Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India was requested by 
Commission’s letter No. JMCI/Records/N. Delhi/99-2000/37/1 06 dated May 28, 2001 to 
send a true copy of the report of the Government of India in the Foreign Ministry 
allegedly submitted before the Khosia Commission and marked as Exhibit 29-1 which is 
allegedly concerning another alleged report dated 17.10.1945 of the Director of the 
British Military Intelligence Department on a Secret Japanese message allegedly 
intercepted by the Chinese advising Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose to be separated 
from his fellow travellers at the time of his journey from Burma in an aircraft. The 
Ministry of External Affairs in their d.o. No. 25/4/NGO-POL.V1 dated September 6, 
2001 intimated that they were making every effort to trace the same and will revert to 
the Commission shortly in this matter. Further development is still awaited.

Due searches were conducted to locate “any such contemporary 
official documentary records” based on which the PM had made the 
above statement on the floor of the Lok Sabha. But despite best of 
our efforts no such “official documentary records” could be located in 
this office. Even, MHA. MOD and MEA were duly consulted and 
based on the inputs received from them the Commission was informed 
vide our letter dated 29.10.2001 (copy enclosed) that no such official 
documents referred to in former PM's above statement could be 
located in this office. Subsequently, in pursuance of JMC’s direction, 
the same position was reiterated in the Affidavit filed by Joint 
Secretary to the PM on 18.12.2001 (copy enclosed) before the 
Commission. Although notes on p-26 & 27/N of the file referred to 
by JMC do contain information about former PM's statement in the 
Parliament on 28.8.1978 but it does not provide any information about 
the “contemporary officials documentary records” based on which the 
former PM had made the above statement on 28.8.1978 on the floor of 
the Parliament.

In August 1946* General Zaman Kiani/ Col. Habibur Rahman and 
Col. Gulzara Singh# all top ranking officers of the INA/ spent a 
fortnight at our V7oodburn Park residence. Col. Habibur Rahman 


accompanied Metaji in the some plane from Saigon. Our father' sarat 
Chan dra 3 ose questioned Cpi, Habibur Rahman in detail and rej ectea 
his version of the alleged air crash and Ne tajl's death.

A burnt v/rist watch was delivered to father by Col, Habibur 
Rahman. According to Col. Habibur Rahman Metaji was wearing this 
•wrist watch at the time of the alleged air crash. Ceneral Zaman 
Kiani senior, most General of IMA informed our father that Netaji 
never used such a watch during his entire stay in East Asia. In 
fact# General Kiani informed our father that a dozen of similar 
watches were being used by different INA Officers. 

During the life-time of our youngest uncaoBi uncle late Sail os 
Chandra Bose a statement signed by him and all the sons of every- 
one ofNetajiJ_s_brothers_were__issued_to^_the__press_at_Calcutta_ 
stating that the ‘ashes' at Renkoji Temple were not the ‘ashes' 
of Metaji. 

Mahatma Gandhi granted an interview to Col. Habibur Rahman 
in 1945 and after speaking to him in detail^ issued a press sta- 
tement that Metaji did not die in any air crash. 

The Government of India appointed two Commissions of Enquiry 
to Enquire into this matter. The Janata Government rejected the 
findings of both the Commissions. The Government of India has
